Seven Veterans of the Civil War Rally Round Flag, Attended |’ °"":

Orator of the Day 


Seven of the nine veterans of Gen. Wm. 
F. Bartlett Post 99, G. A. R., were able to 
participate in the exercises held on Memorial 
Day. Henry L. Clukey, commander, John 
B. A. Russell, John Cummings and John 
Steward occupied seats of honor on the plat- 
form during the exercises in the town hail and 
later they were joined in the procession by 
James Saunders, Ballard Holt and E. Ken- 
dall Jenkins. Henry L. Clukey was the 
only one of the number to cover the route 
of the procession on foot. According to the 
custom of more than twenty years, the colors 
were borne from Memorial hall to the Town 
hall by John Cummings. He also carried 
them at Spring Grove and West Parish 
cemeteries but was relieved on the longer 
march from the Town hall to the South 
church by John Henderson, a Spanish War 
veteran. 

At eight o’clock simple but impressive 
exercises were held at Memorial hall, where 
the tablets in memory of Civil War and 
World War veterans were decorated. 

The procession then moved to the Town 
hall where the usual exercises were held. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Clifford Reynolds 
and the orders of the day were read by Jesse 
S. Billington, adjutant. Remarks were made 
by Henry L. Clukey, Commander of Post 
99, G. A. R.  Lincoln’s “Gettysburg Ad- 
dress”’ excellently delivered by James Robin- 
son, Punchard ’28, was one of the best 
numbers of the program and John Moore’s 
recitation from “The Golden Stars” was 
most creditable. Patriotic songs were also 
rendered by a large delegation from the 
public schools. 

The orator of the day was Harry A. Rams- 
dell, who gave a historical address showing 
a careful study of the conditions leading up 
to the Civil War, with a brief mention of 
some of its more important battles. 

His concluding remarks, addressed to the 
veterans of two wars and:-finally to the 
citizens at large was as follows:

ANDOVER DEFEATS EXETER 


Borah Wins Four First Places in 
Andover-Exeter Track Meet Held 
on Decoration Day 

Charlie “Flash” Borah, the lightning 
sprinter of Phillips academy, won four first 
places in the 31st annual dual meet with 
Exeter academy for a total of 20 points and 
was the main factor in the victory of the 
Blue. The final score 66 1-3 to 60 2-3 was 
one of the closest meets that the teams have 
engaged in, in many years. 

Two dual records were broken and on 
other was tied in the meet. Capt. Bill 
Healey of Andover, who was selected to 
represent the United States in the javelin 
throw last summer, won this event for the 
Blue and in doing so broke the record he 
established last season by throwing the 
sphere a distance of 187 ft. 51-2 in. ‘Bran- 
denburg of Exeter lived up to expectations, 
crashing his record of last season in the 
discus throw with a heave of 130 ft. 8in. His 
former record was 129 ft. 7 in. O’Connell of 
Exeter equalled his record of last season in 
the 220-yard hurdles, covering the distance 
in 25 seconds. 

Borah lived up to the pre-meet dope, by 
winning the 100, 220, 440 and the broad 
jump. He was the most important performer 
that Andover had. It was his ability that 
the Blue relied on to win the megt and he 
came through with flying colors. In each 
event he was not pushed and his time as a 
result was not as fast as he could have made. 

There was hardly an upset in the meet. 
Andover was expected to win the dash 
events with their stellar performer entered, 
and Exeter was expected to take the discus 
and mile events, which they did, winning all 
nine points in each. 

Andover won eight first places, four sec- 
onds and were tied in another event for 
second place. Exeter won six. firsts, and five 
seconds.

Washington.—A new wonder of 
weather furecist which carries mod- 
ern science, in u weusure, back to the 
methods of the ustrologists of old, was 
explained to the National Academy of 
Science by Dr. C. G. Abbot, head of 
the Astro-Physicul observatory of the 
Smithsonian institution, and H. H. 
Clayton of Cunton, Mass. 

This latest of science makes it pos- 
sible, it is claimed, for men accurately 
to foretell weuther conditions from 
three to twenty-tive days in advunce 
by studying the sun. Experiments cur- 
ried on for more than a yeur under 
the direction of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution have enabled scientists to make 
accurate weather forecasts for New 
York city three days in advance and 
to predict temperatures with approxi- 
mate exactness for periods of from 
15 to 25 days ahead. 

Outstrip Langiey’s Dreams. 

These achievements far outstrip the 
dreums of the late Prof. Samuel P. 
Langley, one of the fathers of the fly- 
ing machine, who, during his cgnnec- 
tion with the Smithsonian institution, 
urged the study of solar radiation, as 
it “might lead to the possibility of the 
prediction of the good seasons and the 
bad.” For years scientists have been 
Studying sun spots which, it has been 
found, appear in great numbers in 
cycles of 11 years. These spots breuk 
the surface of the sun and a great 
deal more heat comes out—something 
like stirring up the coals In a furnace 
fire. When the spots are toward the 
earth, we receive the maximum heut. 

The principal part of the Smithson- 
lun achievement consisted of the in- 
vention of instruments for taking ac- 
curate measurements of solar radia- 
tion. 

!wo sun observatories were estub- 
lished, largely through the personal 
gift of John A. Roebling of New Jer- 
sey, at Montezuma, near Calama, 
Chile, and on Mount Harqua Hale. 
Ariz. At both places daily observa- 
ticns are made of sun spots and meis- 
urements taken of solar radiation 
These are telegraphed daily to the 
Smithsonian Institution, 

Study Radiation Curves. 

By studying the curves of the solar 
radiation, it has been found that they 
upproximate with startling nearness 
the curves of temperature and bar. 
ometrie pressure over certain areas. 
!n other instances, it has been found, 
the temperature and pressure curves 
travel inversely to the curves of solar 
rad'ation, It has been possible to di- 
vide the earth’s surface into distinct 
zones in which these two opposing 
phenomena occur. Thus, when the 
heat from the sun Increases the me 
teorologists know that certain sections 
of the globe will experience warmer 
weather while others will be visited 
by drops in temperature, Doctor Ab- 
hot expressed the bellef that within 
the next few years all weather condl 
tions will be forecast with accuracy 
up to 15 days ahead. 

Dr. C. F. Marvin, chief of the weath 
er bureau, announced that while the 
study of solar radiation Is a valuable 
contribution: to science, the weather 
service has not yet accepted the 
Smithsonian experiments as conclu 
sive, and doubts whether they can be 
put to practical use in forecasting 
weather from day to day. 


Steps Taken to Effect 
Better- School Lighting 


New York.—The National Commit- 
tee for the Prevention of Blindness, 
secking the protection of school chil- 
dren from eye-strain, is undertaking 
to ucquaint every schoolteacher In the 
United States with the principles of 
correct lighting. To this end it will 
send to the superintendént of schools 
in every state, county and city having 
a school population of 25,000 or more 
a communication based on the code 
of lighting school buildings prepared 
by experts, and approved as the 
American stundard. 

The committee says Its studies in 
diente that 12 per cent of American 
school children have defective vision. 


Life Prisoner Wins Chief 
Prize in State Lottery 


Prague, Czechoslovakia.—Karl Pus- 
kaos, serving a life term in prison 
for the murder of his wife, has drawn 
the capital prize of 1,000,000) crowns 
in the state lottery. But he will not 
huve the privilege of spending any 
of the money, The entire sum Is to 
he deposited to his credit In a bank, 
and will go to his five-year-old son 
when the father dies. It Is belleved 
the fortune will double within 20 years.

New Federal Penitentiary 
Provides for 500 Convicts. 


Washington.—A departure in fed- 
eral government methods in handling 
prisoners will take place with the 
completion of the federul industrial 
institution for women at Aldersan, W. 
Va. 

Congress has appropriated $909,100 
for the prison, and government archi- 
tects are now preparing preliminary 
plans—for-—-u—-cottage~ system, under 
which prisoners will live in communi- 
ties. 

A furm of 200 acres already has 
been obtained, und negotiations are 
under way for an additional 300 acres. 

The capacity of the women's fed- 
eral penitentiary, the first of Its kind 
in the country, will be 500. 

Federal women prisoners are now 
being sent to state Jails, and depart- 
ment of justice officials say the gov- 
ernment is finding It increasingly dif- 
ficult to get the states to take pri- 
soners, ‘ 

Dr, Mary B. Harris, who will head 
the new institution, Is the daughter 
of Dr. John Howard Harris, presi- 
dent emeritus of Bucknel! university. 
She is a graduate of the University of 
Chicago. After several years spent in 
teaching and foreign travel, she be 
came superintendent of women at the 
workhouse on Blackwell's Island, N. 
Y. Later, she was made superintend- 
ent of the New Jersey stute reform- 
atory for women in February, 1918. 

During the war, Dr. Harris served 
as assistant director In the section of 
reformatories and detention houses In 
the law enforcement division of the 
camp activities, continuing In this ca 
pacity until April, 1919. She then as- 
sumed the superintendency of the 
state home for girls of New Jersey, 
which she held until January, 1925, 
when she became field executive sec- 
retary of the International Associa-

IN MISSING SHIPS 


Mystery Regarding - Craft 
That Have Disappeared. | 


Washington.—More than 1,000 Amer- 
ican naval men have gone down to 
watery graves in a score of vessels 
that have disappeared in the seven 
seas without a trace. From the:brig 
Reprisal, lost in| September, 1777, to 
the tug Conestoga, that disappeared 
in the Pacific In 1921, there Is a chap- 
ter of naval history on which the Navy 
department is able to throw but little 
light: 

Outstunding among the unaccounted- 
for craft in modern days is the naval 
collier Cyclops, concerning which there 
is a maze of fanciful theory, but no 
official fact. 

During a wide stretch of years, from 
the Civil war period to nearly the 
World way era, naval annals are de- 
void of entries concerning lost ships. 

Many Lost Near West Indies. 

Three have vanished since the be 
ginning of the present century, how- 
ever, in spite of the much-vaunted 
safety to be found in modern appara- 
tus of communication, Many of the 
lost ships were last heard of In the vi- 
city of the West Indles. 

The department has listed the fol- 
lowing vessels as missing without a 
trace, and abandoned hope for their 
recovery, 

Reprisal, lost September, 1777; Gen- 
eral Gutes, 1777; Saratoga, 1781; In- 
surgent, 1800; Pickering, 1°00; Hamil- 
ton, 1913; Wasp III, 1814; Epervier, 
1815; Lynx, 1821; Wildcat, 1829; Hor- 
net, 1829; Sylph II, 1839; Sea Gull, 
1839; Grampus, 1843; Jefferson, 1850; 
Albany I, with 210 men, 1854; Levant, 
ll, with 210 men, 1860; tug Nina, 
sailed from Norfolk and never heard 
from, 1910; collier Cyclops, with 298 
persons, comprising 15 officers, 221 
men and 57 pussengers, sailed March 
4, 1919, from Barbadoes, West Indies, 
and tug Conestoga, with four officers 
and 52 men, from Mure Island, Calif. 
for Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 1921. 

Search Proves Fruitless. 

Naval vessels have searched the 
seas for tidings of these missing craft, 
hut their fate remains a mystery, 

Naval officers consider the case of 
‘he Cyclops unusually puzzling, for 
she was equipped with radio and ap 
purently encountered no storms, her 
uptuin last reporting all well and 
fuir weather. She was 542 feet long, 
i) feet beam, and of 19,000 tons. 

Theories exist that the Cyclops was 
iniproperly louded and split in two; 
‘hat her machinery was disabled and 
her radio put out of commission and 
that she was scuttled, and that an 
nemy submarine destroyed her, but 
oficial information regarding her is 
vholly lacking.

Washington,—iimportant: excavations 
in a prehistoric ¢emetery are about to 
be undertaken in Greece under aus- 
pices of the Atnerican School of 
Classical Study at Athens, according 
to information received by Prof, Ed- 
ward Capp of Princeton university. 

Work now being done at Corinth 
within the area of an old theater has 
resulted In several interesting finds, 
The operations at Corinth are regard- 
ed as the most important started by 
American archeologists in Greece and 
Were made possible by gift from Mr. 
and Mrs, J. P. Morgan and Dr. T. 
Leslie Shear of Princeton, 

Several pieces of statuary have been 
unearthed, as well as much pottery. 
Dr. Shear, who is in-charge at Cor 
inth, has also discovered tho conduits 
leading to the source of the ancient 
water supply which brought water 
from Acrocorinth to the Fountain of 
Glauce, named after the wife of Juson 
the Argonaut, who was murdered by 
Medea. :
